Dear Ruth: 

Ir was so nice to hear 
your volce, the time 
goes all too quickly 
though. Telenhone isa 
wonderful invention, 
The first Telenhone I! 
can remember was in 
my great: grandfather's 
home on the Middle 
Road In 1917. My great 
aunt Amy nut a call 
through to cousin Win- 
nie and let me talk to 
her. It was a real ex- 
nerlence for me. I tried 
to hear everything she

that St. Lawrence Starch 
Co, Ltd,, Lake Road 
had telephone #1. Dr. 
Sutton (our Dr. Sutton’s 
father) a resident of 
Cookeville had phone 
#5, 

Do you like my little 
poem t oO our vaper? 
Incidently, schoole with 
pools, reminds me of 
the High School I at- 
tended in Streetsville. 
Of course, we didn’t 
have nools but we had 
**bullt in slides’’ down 
the steen cliffs of the 
Credit and our “flying 
saucers’’ were the old 
metal shingles from a 
nearby barn. It was 
dangerous perhaps, but, 
our activities were self- 
initiated and if you suf- 
fered an injury, this was 
your problem and you 
didn’t whine at home 
either because your 
parents were far too 
busy earning a living 
to liste, to you. You 
were very much aware 
of this. 

The pupils who at- 
tended from the Cooks- 


and Dixie area caught 
the 8.03 westbound mail 
train at the C.P.R. st- 
ation.

It was half a mile from 
our home, but our pony 
could make that trip in 
five minutes. My mother 
would clock ussince 
she could see the cutter 
when it crossed the 
track at the station. 
For languages and 
geography we hada very 
learned, devoted man 
who had taught foryears 
and was now nearing re- 
tirement. Of counse in 
those years there was 
no pension for retire- 
ment, so you kept going 
until you dropped. No 
medical sick leave 
either.

Queen’s Park Comment

From Queen’s Park 
has lately come a fresh 
outbreak of ovaternal- 
ism toward the muni- 
cipalities of Carario. 

In a sense, this is 
nothing really new. For 
many years, the prov- 
incial government has 
treated Ontario’s com- 
munities like small 
children, not to be 
trusted to make their 
Own decisions. But 
Charles MacNaughton, 
in his recent Budget 
Speech, went the old 
pattern one better. 

If the municipalities 
don’t toe the line on 
spending, he threatened 
the government may set 
up a budget bureau to 
over-see local plans, 
“It’s bad enough having 
to get Municipal Board 
apprcval of our capital 
programs, without hav- 
ing Big Brother sitting 
in judgment on our oper- 
ating budger’’, was the 
way one senior muni- 
cipal official put it to 
me. “‘Why bother elect- 
ing anyone locally?’’ 
For a long time 
Queen's Park has been 
getting away with its 


“father knows  best’’ 
approach, because Ont- 
ario’s municipalities 
haven’t been in a posi- 
tion to fight back, There 
are 920 of them set in 
boundaries created by 
The Baldwin Act of 

1849, Few of them to- 
day are strong enough to 
ward off the paternal- 
ism of Queen’s Park. 
All of them depend on 
property taxes andpro- 
vincial grants for their 
revenue: a combination 
that is increasingly in- 
adequate to meet their 
tasks. 

As a result, the gov- 
ernment has over the 
last 25 years been mov- 
ing to establish certain 
services on a regional 
basis. When, for ex- 
amole, Mr. Grossman 
announced last year he 
was setting un regional 
jaila to serve two or 
three counties apiece, it 
was the 32nd such ser- 
vice that Queen’s Park 
had organised region- 
ally. 

The trend to regional- 
ism, then, is inexorable. 
The question is, who is 
going to end up calling 
the shots, thevrovincial 
government, or the peo- 
ple involved and their

locally - elected offi- 
cials? 

If we just drift into 
regionalism then, 
Clearly, Queen’s Park 
will stay in the driver’s 
seat, 

Bur ff there is a pro- 
per, planned move to 
genuine regional gov- 
ernment, it will be the 
municipalities which end 
up with the benefire. 

Under @ good regional 
government structure, 
municipal services can 
be organised along 
modern lines. Moreim- 
portant, it is thenpos- 
sible to set up an 
adequate financial base, 
along the lines of a 
foundation tax olan. 
This would relieve the 
burden on the nroperty 
taxpayers; at the same 
time it would equalize 
that burden among all 
Ontario citizens, 

With this kind of 
framework, the muni- 
Cipalities would start 
being masters in their 
Own house again. Once 
more, the phrase ‘local 
autonomy’ would have 
some real meaning, and 
our Ontario commun- 
itles would be able to 
stand up to Queen's 
Park,

Learning How To Make Those 
‘Middle Years’ Creative 


How do we prepare 

ourselves for creative 
middie years - with 
the stress on the word 
‘creative’? 

This is the problem 
confronting men and 
women in their 40’sand 
early 50’s , who, be- 
cause of the advanced 
medical knowledge of 
the day, are still healthy 
and active, and are 
striving to make new 
lives for themselves 
once their families have 
grown and are independ- 
ent of them. 

This was the _ topic 
of the first of a series 
of 4 lectures on the 
Middle Years snonsored 
by the South Peel Branch 
of the Canadian Mental 
Health Association, held 
last Thursday evening 
at First United Church 
Mrs. Judith Sule, MSW, 
programme director of 
the University Settle- 
ment House, Toronto, 
was the speaker, or 
more correctly, the 
director of the meeting. 
The first thing that 
Mrs, Sule did was to 
have the audience break 
up into groups of three 
strangers. One would 
present a problem to 
the second party who 
would listen and try to 
answer, while the third 
person evaluated both 
the question and the an- 
swer. As one person 
said later, it was an 
experiment in group 
therapy. The idea was 
to become involved, and 
Mrs, Sule’s nurpose in 
this experiment was to 
show how interesting 
things were when you 
really involve yourself. 
Very often when the 
children leave the home, 
the mother who has sub- 
merged her life and 
personality into the 
rearing of her family 
will feel completely 
lost. Mrs, Sule cited 


The middle years is 
the time when we must 
decide what are our 
goals for the future and 
for what we are pre- 
paring ourselves. We 
must develop, if we do 
not already have one, 
a philosophy of life. 
We must be flexible and 
open to change. Perhaps 
this is the time when 
the husband can get 
away from the humdrum 
business routine hehas 


been Involved ih for 
many years, unable to 
break away because of 
the need for security for 
his growing family. Now 
the wife can take ona 
more active oart in 
earning, she can not 
only free her husband, 
to invest himself in a 
venture that may not be 
as monetarily reward- 
ing, but she can enlarge 
her own personality by 
getting back into’ the 
business world. 

But most of all, this is 
a time for reassessment 
of ourselves, and our 
lives andour goals. And 
this is something chat 
each person must do for 
himself. We must rec- 
Ognize thar our person- 
alities have changed 
over theyears. We must 
fact the fact that we 
need to build another 
life after the children 
leave, a life for just 
two people. 

In the case of single 
people in the middle 
years, Mra. Sule felt 
that a great deal of their 
loneliness was caused 
by their inability tore-

This week on April 2 
and 3, the Beth El 
congregation, 186 Mor- 
rison Road in Oakville 


will be holding their 
traditional Passover 
feast. 


The Pesan was insti- 
tuted at the time of the 
Jews exodus from Egypt 
and was so named from 
the passing-over by the 
Angel of Death over the 
homes of theIsraelites, 
when all first-born of 
Egypt were smitten. 

Passover (Pesah) be- 
gins the 4th of the 
Hebrew month (nisan) 
corresponding roughly 
to latter part of March 
and the first part of 
April, and lasts for 
eight days. Only the 
first two days and the 


last two are observed 
as fuli holy days. The 
intermediate days of 
Passover are Hol Ham- 
ped ‘(half holidays) lir- 
erally the vrofane days 
of the festival . The first 
two evenings of the festi- 
val are calied Seder 
evenings. On them there 
is held a rather lengthy 
service in the house in 
accordance with an ex- 
actly norescribed order. 
In Hebrew the word 
Seder means ‘‘order’’, 
It starts with the read- 
ing of an invitation to 
the noor nointing to the 
matzon - ‘‘Lo, this is 
the bread of affliction; 
the humble and simple 
bread which our ancest- 
ors ate in Egyot.

By a Member of the 


Mississauga Historical Society 


Dear Ruth: 

It is beautiful here 
today, the birds singing, 
sun shining, blue sky - 
“all's right with the 
world!’’

I have a letter written 
in 1891, by Royal Graf- 
ton (Great grandfather 
Thos. Grafton’s first 
cousin) in°which he tells 
about the first survev 
of Peel County.

Street (Streetaville 
named after him) and 
Mr. Bristle. were & 
numper of young men, 
including Royal’s father 
Thomas Grafton and 
Thomas’s brother 
James (your great, 
great, great grand- 
father). For their ser- 
vices they were each 
given 100acres of bush- 
land. Cousin Russel 
Grafton still lives onthe 
old Grafton homestead, 
the proverty which was 
given to his great grand- 
father in 1820, The part 
of the letter that im- 
pressed me most tells 
of their first glimpse 
of the Forks of the 
Credit - and I quote - 
(November, 1819) - ‘‘ 
think it was on the fifth 
line west, near a North- 
ern boundary of Esques- 
ing, that the precipice 
was 680 steep and high 
that they had to divert 
some distance west to 
ascend the mountain, 

When they returned to

Yes, Karen Dunsmore, 
thie ie the same great 
grandfather who rode 
the horse to Arizona 
Territory, when hewas 
a lad of 17, Let me go 
back to the year 1870 - 
Mr. and Mrs, Harding 
kent the Toll-gate at the 
Middle Road and Centre 
Road (#10 and Queen E.) 
To pass you had to pay 
toll; a young !rish im- 
migrant of seventeen 
years, just fresh from 
the Emerald Isle and 
riding a spiritedhorse, 
paused to pay toll, At 
the same, time, a be- 
whiskered gentleman 
with a little black dog, 
approached the gate. 
The bewhiskered one 
clapoed his hands boy-

Port Credit must have 
been to Grandfather 
Belford when he first

inion of Canada, but I'm 
inciined to believe it was 
his adventurous spirit! 
This warm-hearted and 


kindly humourous be- 
loved ancestor of mine 
left many stories tobe

dic with few worldly 
vossessions - his Bible, 
a wooden clock, and a

‘The people of North 
Vietnam are not partic- 
ularly concerned about 
political ideologies. 
They just belleve chart 
they have a successful 
country and are firmly 
resolved to maintain 
it.”” 

This comment was 
made by Mrs. K. Mac- 
Pherson, president of 
Voice of Women, who 
‘spoke at the Aoril 1 
Teach-In on Vietnam - 
sponsored by Peel South 
New Democrats. 

Mrs.MacPherson had 
visited North Vietnam 
last summer at the in- 
vitation of the Women’s 
Committee of the Nat- 
ional Liberation Front, 
and came away with a 
ver strong impression 
about ‘‘the spectacular 
amount of social pro- 
gréss’’ which has been 
achieved since 1946 - 
when the Vietnamese 
were entering the initial 
stages of their struggle 
against, French colonial 
domination, 


intervention. 


Speaking to the human 
side of the war, she 
noted for examole, that 
in the field of education 
almost every village 
child now receives a 
minimum of eight years 
education whereas 
twenty years ago 90Y of 
the ponulation was {Ilit- 
erate. 

*‘A new health nrogram 
has also nroduced tm- 
pressive results’’ she 
said. One indication of 
this was the fact that 
infant mortality rates 
had dropved frcm 30% 
to 2% since 1946, Alsoa 
vast immunization and 
information program 
had reduced epidemic 
proportions of small- 
pox, cholera, leprosy, 
and dysentery to man- 
ageable levels. 

Developments’ in the 
area of food product- 
ion was another ex- 
ample of achievement, 
according to Mrs,Mac- 
Pherson. The signific- 
ance of this was only 
appreciated by her when 
she visited North Vier- 
nam and realized thar 
the terrain was mainly 
mountainous, Prior, to 
1946, the Mekong Delta 
in South Vietnam was 
the main breadbasker of 
that part of Asia, but 
since that time, North 
Vietnam, of necessity, 
has develoned a var- 
lety of crops as well 
as a five-fold increwse 
in rice nroduction. | 

Responding to ques- 
tions from the floor, 
Mrs.MacPherson re- 
marked thar the effect 
of the bombings, aside 
from the destruction 
of community facilities 
and even entire villages 
in addition to military 
targets, was t6 streng- 
then the resolve of the 


people to continue their

possible otherwise, 

On the other hand, Mrs, 
MacPherson was pessi- 
mistic about the role of 
the International. Con- 
trol Commission of 
which Canada isa mem- 
ber. She rhought' = the 
Commission was 
strapped in its efforts 
through lack of author- 
ity and money. she said 
she had snoken withthe 
Canadian member ofthe 
Con:imission when she 
was in the east. 

When asked what she 
had learned from her 
visit and what she hoped 
to achieve by speaking 
about it, Mrs. MacPher- 
son resvonded to the 
first question by stating 
that she was convinced 
now more than ever that 
western nations cannot 
decide what other nar- 
ions will have. 

As to the second ques- 
tion, she said that she 
hoped to promote better 
understanding between 
east and west, partic- 
ularly between Canada 
and North Vietnam. To 
thar end, she is also 
looking forward to this 
summer when ¢ wo 
women from North Viet- 
nam will retur,, her 
visit and speak with 
Canadians abour the 
Vietnam situation from 
their own point of view.

Regional Government, as itis being 
set up by the orovincial government, 
is ‘‘only an interim stopgep’’ in the 
march to one-tier regional govern- 
ment, a sveaker told a muncipal 
government class at Sheridan Col- 
lege last week. 

And the onestier system wouldgive 
much greater efficiency, a better 
system at less cost, said Dean Hen- 
derson, town manager of Mississ- 
auga, when he addressed almost 100 
attending the evening course. 

Mr. Henderson stressed the opin- 
fon was his ‘“‘own private opinion”’ 
and did not reflect his official posi- 
tion. 

He added that changes should be 
made in the municipal Act to make 
it clear that the municipalities ARE 
allowed to act under the council- 
manager system, which leaves coun- 
cils free to do the job they were 
elected to do - policy making - 
and places the administrative bur- 
den where it belongs - on paid 
officials. 

Dean Henderson, and Roger Brown, 
Commissioner of Works for Scar- 
borough, were speakers Wednesday 
April 9 at the six-week course which 
rune until Aoril 30. 

Next sveakers are Richard Bax- 
ter of the Etobicoke Assessment 
Department and J. C,Jaggard, Ham- 
ilron’s Commissioner of Finance, 

Mr, Baxter was born and educated

A bicycle is a vehicle under 
the Ontario Highway Traffic 
Act and its rider must obcy all 
the rules of the road which con- 
cern vehicles.

In 1875, Matilda Jane 
Prescott and William 
Leopold Belford were 
married at St. George’s 
Church-on-the-Hill, Is- 
lington. For a time they 
lived in Port Credit, and 
he worked on construc- 
tion of the Credit Valley 
Railway which passed 
through Cooksville (la- 
ter C.P.R.) in the late 
1870's and early 1880's. 

My father told me that 
in those days, men 
worked from dawn until 
dusk - six days a week! 
His children would be 
sleeping when he would 
leave and they would be 
back in bed when he 
would return. I guess he 
would only see them on 
Sundays. 

When men worked 
late, a svecialty was a 
pan of hot bread and 
milk, sprinkled over 
with brown sugar, This 
was kept hot on the back 
of the stove.

When you are running an elimination tournament thatinvolves as many as 
eighteen games in one day, what do you do about tle games? Sudden-death 
overtime can be time-consuming and set the whole schedule back. Various 
tournaments have come up with different ways tokeep the games on sched- 
ule. The method in the Streetsville tournament isto count the shots on goal 
in the final veriod of every game and if the score ends in a tie, the win fs 
awarded to the team making the most shots that period. 

A ‘*Shot on goal’’ is defined as any moving puck that would go into the net 
if not stomped by the goal-tender. Thus, goals scored do not count as shot 
on net. Neither do shots outside the goal-post, whether the goalle plays them 
or not. Nor does a shot count which {s stopped by another player. A shot 
from the corner or from behind the ner would not count ordinarily bur tn 
certain svecific cases might qualify. 

Jim Gray nolled various visiting coaches to ascertain thelr opinion about 
the tournament’s method of declaring a winner. Most coaches expressed 
favourable comment and a few suggested other means such as counting 
shots for the whole game or by having a player “‘shoot-off’’. A ““shoot-off’’ 
was described as every player on each team permitted to take an unmolested 
shot, and the team making the most goals declared winner. Bill Snarr and

No snort played in 
Canada has a finer tra- 
dition than lacrosse.

17, St. Patrick’s Day, or July 1, Canada 
Day. Most of us, Canadians newly arrived, 
and others of older stock, could not recall 
it as a day to remember unless we happened 
to have April 16 as a birthdate. 

Here in Mississauga and in Streersville, it 
is just another Wednesday, the day the local 
weekly newsnaners ‘‘come ourt’’, like the 
Review which has been ‘‘coming our’’ for 
123 years, bringing local news *o people 
who live in rhe area. 

Few here would recall their history suf- 
ficiently to nlace an even earlier April 16, 
100 years orior to the founding of the 
Review in 1846. So much has gone by in 
the past three generations, that a happen- 
ing in the year 1746 is obscured to com- 
parative oblivion by the fast-paced events 
of modern life. 

We quickly become blase nowadays, or if 
not, then we find it easier to adjust our 
ideas concerning our local world by a 
process of rationalization. The newspapers 


continue to ‘“‘come ourt’’, to entertain; to 
enlighten, but not to beatir, please. 
Ir was different, then. On that earlier 


April 16, 223 years ago, (to a weary, 
embattled army in a distant land, “coming 
out’’ meant family, honour, blood, death, 
and the end that historically is always an- 
other springtime, a beginning anew. Parallel 
events have happened since, with various 
results, tn America, in France, in Poland, 
in Germany, in Russia, inGreece, in Canada, 
and more recently in Hungary and in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

The tiny army of long ago was composed 
of the rebel clans of the Scortish highlands. 
They were led by Prince Charles Edward 
Stuart, a Romancitizenof Polish blood, whose 
grandfather had been king of England and 
Scotland, During the previous year, 1745, 
the clans had actually invaded England from 
the north, with little if any protest from the 
border tribes. It was rhe first and only 


successful Invasion since William the Con- 
queror, in 10641 
Bur on this day the sands ran out for the 


clans. Thetr long swords were no match for 
concentrated cannister and practised 
musketry. The highlanders were defeated 
decisively at Drumossie moor on Culloden 
moor in northeastern Scotland. It was their 
only defeat of the campaign, inflicted by the 
regiments of England and Hesse assembled 
hy the Duke of Cumberland, a brother to 

England’s King George Il, of Hanover. 

For the highlanders, and the Stuart dynasty, 
the defeat was an end to a romantic episode, 
the end to the feudal clans and an age-old 
way of life, the end of almost tmpossible 
rebellion against the developing progress 
of one nation toward the modern forms of 
organized endeavour we see today in many 
nations. 

Yet the rebels are with us In Canada, two 
centuries later. They are different in their 
protests, A highlander would ‘‘come out”’ 
for a cause or a hattle. It made no dif- 
ference. Today we have the hippies, the 
artists, the nationalists, the separatists, 
the students, the workers, the self-seekers, 
the pro-and the anti -, the meek and the 


bold, the drunk and the sober. Not enough 
factions for a typical highiand army, but 
representative. 


May they always be with us, in our im- 
perfect world that seeks perfection. They 
look for love and giory, for liberty and 
independence, for friendship and beauty, for 
far horizons and the long march, and possibly 


-a little loot, Even though they could die for 


their rebellion, nerhaps not on the field of 
battle, but as the young have been known te 
die, for love, or is it because the worms 
are hungry? 

‘‘Drumossie moor - Drumossie day - 
A waefu’ day it was to me! 

For there I lost my father dear, 

My father, dear, and brethren three.”’ 
Once again it’s April 16 on that long moor 
of Culloden. Burt today only the spring buds 
of the Highland flowers are to be seen 
sprouting through the green, the wild downy 
rose, the delicate mauve spring squill, and 
the lovely Scots primrose with its heart- 
shaped petals. Where then lies honour?

CORE OF MAMMOTH DEVELOPMENT 


Plans for a new town which will 
stretch north from Dundas Street 
almost to Steeles Avenue and from 
the Credit River into Oakville on 
on the west, were officially unveiled 
last Friday. 

Officials from Streetsville, Missi- 
ssauga and Oakville with Hon. 
William Davis, Minister of Educa- 
tion and Hon, Darcy McKeough, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, were 
present to witness a most interest- 
ing and complete presentation for 
a new town which will be made up 
of seven separate but integrated 
communities and will include two 
lakes, a graceful parkway, educa- 
tional facilities and cable TV in 
every home, plus jobs for 68,000 
people. 

Markborough Properties Lrd, will 
develop the Meadowvale area and 
Don Mills Developments Ltd. will 
develop the Erin Mills holdings. 

The project will take 15 to 20 
years to comolete. 

Two questions arise - when will 
the project commence; what will they 
call the new town, 

The first question at the moment 
can not be answered until some form 
of Regional government is adopted. 

The second question you may want 
to answer for yourselves. 

Mayor Jack Graham had these com- 
ments for The Review: ‘‘It’s the 
greatest thing that has happened to 
Streetaville in the last 100 years.”’ 


The Mayor explained thar all 
new towns, i.e. Bramalea near 
Brampton - are planned adjacent 


to an established community to give 
identity end character to the new 
town. 

**They (the developers) have to have 
some nucleus in which to create 
a town and it would be the easiest 
course for them to continue to 
identify it as Streetsville.’’

BLUEPRINT OF THINGS TO COME

A combined investment 
of $1.7 billion dollars 
by two developers, 
Markborough Proper- 
ties Limited and Don 
Mills Developments 
Limited, will produce 
in the next 15-20 years, 
a “‘new urban life-style 
that is planned f o r 
people.”’ 

Plans for the develop- 
ments which will be 
called Erin Mills and 
Meadowvale, and which 
will be integrated ata 
later date, border on 
Mississauga Road to the 
East; Ninth Line in 
Oakville to the west; 
Steeles Avenue to the 
north; and the Dundas 
Highway to the south, 
were outlined by plann- 
ers ata special pre- 
sentation at the Seaway 
Towers Motor Hotel, 
lagt Friday, April 25. 
Elected representat- 
ives and senior officials 
from Mississauga, 
Streetsville and Oak- 
ville were present at 
the meeting. Hon Wil- 
liam Davis, Minister of 
Education, and Hon. 
Darcy McKeough, Mini- 
ster of Municipal Af- 
fairs were also in 
attendance, as well as 
representatives from 
both public and separ- 
ate school boards in 
Peel-Halton counties. 
Meadowvale and Erin 
Milla will be built on 
9,000 acres of adjoin- 
ing lands in the towns 
o f Mississauga, 
Streetsville and Oak- 
ville. Their ultimate 


combined population 
will be some 200,000 
peoole. 

Since most 
proverty in the de- 
velopment lies in the 
Town of Mississauga, 
it was necessary to 
reach agreements with 
Town officials. H. Pet- 
er Langer, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Overations, of 
Markborough, hastened 
to add that ‘without the 
tremendous co-oper- 
ation and assistance of 
Mayor Speck, the coun- 
cil of mississauga, its 
staff and in particular 
its Treasurer and Chief 
Administrative Officer, 
M, D. Henderson, these 
development agree- 
ments would still be in 
the negotiating stage.’’

Grave mistakes made 
says planner 


Much of our environ- 
ment has suffered from 
too ranid change and 
develonment, and we've 
made ‘grave mistakes’ 
charged Martin Dake, 
Chief of the Planning 
Department of Project 
Planners Associates, 
Toronto, {n an address 
at Sheridan College lasr 
Wednesday, 

Mr. Dake who came ro 
speak to the municipal 
government class in 
vlace of scheduled 
sneaker Mack Hancock, 
said a nlanner’s biggest 
problem was obtaining 
community involve - 
ment. Unless nlanners 
discuss every nart of 
their nlanning with who- 
eveg will listen, borh 
the qualiry of the nlann- 
ing and nublic’s accenr- 
ance of the end result, 
will suffer. 

Mr. Dake’ criticized 
nersons who watt until 
thixgs hannen, then point 
the finger at those do- 
ing them to say they 
are wrong. 

He has little patience 
with neonle who knock 
planners’ work after the 
fact, when they allowed 
urban snraw! and met- 
ropolitan blight .tohap- 
pen, themselves, Par- 
ticularly when they saw 
it coming and failed to 


do anything. 
He said the mistaken 
idea thar growth in 


any form was healthy, 
had led to the existence 
of communities where 
jobs and money were 
plentiful, but where 
schools were bad, ser- 
vices noor, and the 
economic situation 
hoveless - l.e, there was 
no money for municipal 
work. Controlled growth 
is the key, he said, 

Mr. Dake sald thenew 
emnhasis on regional 
thinking could nor bur 
heln nlanners, who think 
of the ‘community’ as a 
whole entity, not frag- 
mented into ruralorur- 
ban areas but encom- 
vassing real estate, 
sociological factors, 
economic needs and the 
human needs of people. 

He warned that contin- 
ued lack of planning 
could result in sociolog- 
ical upheavals and ex- 
pensive urban renewal 
problems such as face 
the major cities in the 
U.S. 

‘We're letting it hap- 
pen,’”’ said the chief of 
planning projects. 

Speaking to the same 
group Wednesday night 
was Mrs. Nance Hor- 
wood, warden of Peel 
County, who outlined 
the varliamentary pro- 
cedures’ in council 
meetings.

at Sheridan College last “ 


Wednesday. 

Mr. Dake who came to 
speak to the municipal 
government class in 
vlace of scheduled 
sneaker Mack Hancock, 
said a nlanner's biggest 
problem was obtaining 
community involve - 
ment. Unless nlanners 
discuss every part of 
their nlanning with who- 
eveg will listen, both 
the qualiry of the nlann- 
ing and nublic’s accent- 
ance of the end result, 
will suffer. 

Mr. Dake criticized 
nersons who watt until 
thixgs hannen, then point 
the finger at those do- 
Ing them to sgy they 
are wrong. c 

He has little patience 
with neonle who knock 
planners’ work after the 
fact, when they allowed 
urban snrawl! and met- 
ropolitan blighr . tohanp- 
pen, themselves, Par- 
ticularly when they saw 
it coming and failed to 
do anything, 

He said the mistaken 
idea that growth in 


‘any form was healthy, 


had led to the existence 
of communities where 
jobs and money were 
plentiful, but where 
schools were bad, ser- 
vices poor, and the 
economic situation 
honeless - i.e, there was 
no money for municipal 
work. Controlled growth 
is the key, he said, 

Mr, Dake said thenew 
emnhasis on regional 
thinking could nor but 
helo nlanners, who think 
of the ‘community’ as a 
whole entity, not frag- 
mented into ruralorur- 
ban areas but encom- 
passing real estate, 
sociological factors, 
economic needs and the 
human needs of people. 

He warned that contin- 
ued lack of planning 
could result in soclolog- 
ical upheavals and ex- 
pensive urban renewal 
problems such as face 
the major cities in the 
U.S. 

‘We're letting it hap- 
pen,”’ said the chief of 
planning vrojects. 

Speaking to the same 
group Wednesday night 
was Mrs. Nance Hor- 
wood, warden of Peel 
County, who outlined 
the oarliamentary pro- 
cedures’ in council 
meetings.

Ask any child whatthe 
word ‘‘zoo’’ means to 
him, and his response 
Will nrobably be ‘‘A Zoo 
is a niace where they 
have all kinds of animals 
from all over the world, 
They are locked up in 
cages and you can walk 
around the whole zoo and 
see them without fear 
that they will get out of 
thelr cages and hurt 
you."’ 

Or, another response 
would be “‘T like the zoo 
because of the variety 
of animals there, but 
mostly because we can 
bring bags of food and 
feed them through the 
holes in their cages.’’ 

We have been to sev- 
eral zoos. One, at River- 
dale; the other small 
one at High Park, and the 
ultimate of all zoos, the 
Buffalo City Zoo, 

Last Sunday, we de- 
cided to visit the new 
Jungle Park Zoo located 
on Highway 10, right 
here in affluent Missi- 
ssauga. 

And while I must be 
fair to the managers 
of this comnlex, and give 
them some benefit of the 
doubr, I must admit thar 
it was a gross dis- 
annointment not only to 
myself, but to the child- 
ren as well. 

We nicked a day after 
a heavy rainfall, and the 
grounds were muddy. 
The narking area was 
small (for anproximate- 
ly 30 cars). And while 
the children ‘‘plowed’’ 
ahead through the muck, 
I was faced with the ad- 


ults, and 50 cents for 
children.”’ 

It must be really some- 
thing, I thought, at these 
prices, for if the Buff- 
alo City Zoo could offer 
hundreds of animals, for 
free, the Jungle Zoo 
must have something 
better. 

They had something, 
all right; two Hons, a 
donkey, 5 or 6 coyotes, 
an unfinished muddy 
lagoon with several 
ducks and swans, (wo 
baboons with the usual 
scars, and a cougar who 
appeared very restless. 
All this, I thought, for 
$3.50. : 

We didn’t make it Into 
the adjacent barn, where 
I understand, were a few 
more animals waiting to 
be nlaced in the wired 
cages, We were caught 
in the ‘‘quicksand’’, 

A bag of _§ freshly 
washed carrots and 
celery (nlus a couple of 
chocolate chip cookies, 
which the chilcren don- 
ated to the baboons) was 
quickly noticed by one of 
the onerators, who an- 
nounced that animals 
were not to be fed 
‘*home brought food’’. 
The operator mentioned 
that they would be sell- 
Ing ‘‘edibles’’ to visi- 
tors in the next few 
weeks, which they could 
feed tc the animals, 
Commercialism! 

A total of 20 people 
were at this ‘“‘zoo’’ when 
we were taking our leave 
(we had stayed for about 
25 minutes) and someof 
their comments were:
